Trojans will play 
seven road games this football season 
in seven different states. The cam- 
paign will take the squad from the 
great midwest to the Louisiana 
bayous with stops in the sunshine 
state, the foot of the Ozarks and the 
Atlantic coast. 

The long road will take TSU 
through 12 area codes and hundreds 


of zip codes. When added, the zip . 
codes of each school the Trojans play.__ 


is 523,711. That sum divided by Troy 


State’s eleven total equals 47610.. 


That is the zip code for the town of 
Chandler, Indiana. Therefore, the 
town has been selected as the official 
sister city of the 1992 Troy State 
University Trojans. 

The town of Chandler was settled 
in 1887, which happens to be the 














same year Troy Normal School was 
founded. Coincidence?
